canal will bring.

Mr. B a rre tt spoke in part as fol­ 
lows: 
“ A serious situation awaits the 
m iddle west, and, in fact, all i n ^ 
trial sections of the United States 
in th e approaching completion of the 
P a n a m a Canal. 
“ The P a n a m a Canal is nearly rea­ 
dy. 
E ngland is ready, despite her 
protests. 
G erm any is, Japan is, but 
the U nited States is not. 
There is 
not an im p o rtan t country in 
the 
world today which is doing less than 
th e United S tates to get ready for 
th e canal. 
‘ The United States government Ii 
spending the vast sum of nearly halt 
a billion dollars to build the canal, 
but it is spending in comparison on- 
ly a trifle in preparing its harbor! 
and rivers to be feeders and tribu­ 
taries to the canal. Europe is spend­ 
ing not a fa rth in g or a sou ii 
building th e canal, but it is devot­ 
ing m illions of dollars to developing 
to the highest point of efficiency Its 
harb o rs and rivers to capture the 
tra d e of th e canal which we are) 
constructing. 
“ E u ro p ean shipyards from the Bal­ 
tic to th e Black Sea are crowded 
witll vessels being completed or har­ 
ing th eir keels laid for the greater 
w orld’s tra d e which the canal will 
s ta rt or quicken. European manu­ 
facturers, exporters and importer*, 
are sending th eir scouts, as it were. 
to P a n a m a and beyond in the great 
Pacific to study conditions of 
de­ 
m and and supply an d to find net 
m ark ets. 
“ T h a t I tell th e tru th and do not 
exaggerate is proved beyond ques­ 
tion by th e unanim ous protest which 
has gone up all over Europe against 
] th e P a n a m a C anal bill. The shipping 
and business interests, realizing the 
vast tra d e which is at stake, have 
aroused public opinion and forced of­ 
ficial action. 
W ere the canal unim­ 
po rtan t or unprom ising 
in results, 
any kind of 
bill could 
have been 
passed w ith o u t foreign objection. 
“ It will not only be a sad han­ 
dicap but alm ost crim inal negligence 
to o u r com m erce to spend over four 
h u n d re d m illions on the canal and 
not a p ro p o rtio n ate amount on the 
inland and coast waterways of the 
country, g etting them ready for the 
canal. 
Every 
harbor or navigable 
w aterw ay— n a tu ra l or artificial—in 
t E u ro p e is being constantly dredged 
J or im proved w ith permanent better* 
m ents. 
Ja p a n is deepening all of 
her deep w ater approaches to the 
Pacific and even the new republic 
of C hina is planning to spend mil­ 
lions im proving her numerous wat­ 
erways. 
A rgentina, 
Brazil, Chile, 
Peru and even little Uruguay, ane 
sham ing us by their official activ­ 
ity in h a rb o r and 
river 
improve 
m ents. 
“ W e m ust w ake up. 
We 
must 
m ake the slogan of the government, 
of th e people, and of our business 
organizations: 
‘Get ready for the 
P a n a m a canal and 
go after Pan- 
, A m erican com m erce.’ 
Otherwise we 
I will be laggards and not leaders In 
I using the canal when it is opened 
I to th e com m erce and ships of the 
I wro rld .”
